Yunnan affair that 
had just been isaued by the Forign 
Office, These documents furnish us with 
undisputably, correct information of the 
steps taken to obtsin redress for. the 
murder of Mr Margary from the-date 
‘the report of that unhappy event.reach 

Sir ‘Thomas Wade down to the lat of 
January in this “year, and. they also en- 
able a judgment to be formed “upon 
the action of Sir Thomas in the matter. 
One thing would appear to. be plainly 
evidenced by these deapatehes—that Her 
Majesty's Minister at Poking did not 
aacrifice British interests in the affair 
from any fecling of over-respect for the 
Chinese Government, As a rule the 
documents addressed to Prince Kung 
appear to be abruptly and. petemptorily 
worded. No doubt the circumstances 
justified the tone in which they are writ- 
ten, and decision and’ firmness is most 


esdential in dealing with » Government, 


like thé one at Peking, but we venttre 
to think that Sir Thomas Wade vould 
have some hesitation in addressing such, 
communications to a first-rate Huropean 
‘Power. It is, however, for the retsons 
just indicated most satisfactory to find 
that Mir Thomas heasnegotiated with the 
Chinéno Government in this spirit: et.

of Derby, In.the matter of Ministerial 
privileges, it will be for your Imperial bias 
ness to take whit steps you may consider 
most, suitable for the satisfaction of the 
obligations of the Chinese officers to the 
Governments of other countries, . As regards 
taxation of trade, I have more than once 
pointed out, that, if the Chinese Government 
persists in unduly tecing th trade of British 
merchants, a measure of retaliation is in the 
hands of the British Minister. And I must 
entreat your Imperial Lig toy no aid to 
regard this as anempty form of words I 
shall inform the Viooroy of India that I 
cannot recommend the despatch of such o 
mission as vas in contemplation at 
‘present. 4 

To conclude. : 
August I stated that I didnot choose Mr. 
Grosvenor to take part in the inyestigution 
without guarantess ‘of good faith, because 
did not choose that my Government’ gould 
be befooled. 1 must warn Her Majesty's 
Government that I have evon loss hope than 
some time sinoo' of d satisfactory termination 
of this inquiry; that I have if possible, less 
confidence than ever in the security of the 
future ; “aid thit, if the digni 
vernment is to be respected in. China, and 
due protection insured’ to the persons and 
interests of British subjects, Her Majesty’s 
| Government. must reckon on other, means 
than tteaties, of which the miler of 
Chinese officials are ignorant, or which the 
faw acquainted with them never hesitate 
A. secret Decree of the 12th 
November, 1800, a copy of which I append 
to this despateh, prescribed tho courie of 
action to be pursued, in the provinces in the 
regulation of trade, In the preparattn of 

es affecting it, care was to be taken that 
a spirit of restriction should ‘abide. It is 
with sincere regret that I find myself con- 
strained to admit that no other spirt has 
been manifested, whether in the capital or 
the provinces, since the day the Jritish 
Troaty first came into operation. 


One word. more, I cannot doubt that 
‘much tbat has fallen from me}. in, spesoh— 
in writing ie in matter or in manner dis- 
tasteful to tho Chinese Government, For 
the manner—for my frequent loss of temper 
in argument—I put forward no excuse.

Sarybui-Turgai, haa recently published his 
report on the subject. -The point of junc- 
tion of the tvo Turgais, he states, will in 
all probability soon become.a’ very import- 
ant town and the starting-place of . fqur 
great lines of xailway. One, of theso is to 
-runto Ekaterinburg, vid Troitzk, on the 
north; another to India, sid Taschkend

’ tiondd town two branch lines are designed,
